A Commission Has Been Appointed 
by the Government — More Than 
700 Victims of the Disaster 
Have Been Recovered.

New York. June 21. — The list of 
those who perished on the General Slo- 
cum is growing at an alarming rate. 
Bodies came to the surface -Monday 
off the shores of North Brother island 
singly and in groups of two’s and 
three’s until at 1 a. m. Tuesday 102 
additional had been recovered. The 
number of unidentified bodies is 125. 
Every passing steamer seemed to 
churn up the water to such a degree 
that with its wash one or more bodies 
would be swept into the beach. Be- 
tween the hours of 3 and G in the aft- 
ernoon 45 bodies, some of them badly 
mutilated, were taken ashore by the 
searching parties. 

This brings the total number of bod- 
ies recovered up to 734, and yet caere 
are something like 2 (j 0 persons unac- 
counted for. 

A number of these are among the 
unidentified at the morgue and over 
on North Brother island, and the “un- 
recognizable” that have been buried ia 
the Lutheran cemetery on Long island. 

The coroner’s inquiry into the disas- 
ter was begun Monday. Thousands 
of persons gathered in and around the 
armory in the borough of the Bronx, 
w'here the inquest was held. Among 
those examined were Frank A. Barn- 
aby, president of the Knickerbocker 
Steamboat Co.; James H. Atkinson, 
the secretary of the company; .Mate 
Flanagan, of the Slocum, and several 
members cf the crew. 

Washington. June 22 . — A commis- 
sion consisting of Lawrence O. Mur- 
ray, assistant secretary of commerce 
and labor; Maj. Gen. John M. Wilson, 
U. S. A., retired; Commander Cam- 
eron McR. Winslow, U. S. N., Herbert 
Knox Smith, deputy commissioner of 
corporations in the department of com- 
merce and labor, and George Uhler. 
supervising inspector general of the 
steamboat inspection service, has been 
appointed to investigate the disaster 
to the General Slocum near Hell Gate 
in the l^gst river, where more than 
800 lives were lost. The commission 
will report at once to Secretary Cor- 
teiyou. The assignment of Gen. Wil- 
son and Commander Winslow to duty 
on the commission was made by the 
president at the request of Secretary 
Cortelyou. The commission’s investi- 
gation will be entirely independent of 
the investigation shortly to be made 
by the local board of steamboat in- 
spection under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 4,450 of the revised statute.^ 
which compels an inquiry to he made 
in such cases. 

The investigation made by the local 
hoard of inspectors is enjoined on the 
board by the statute and takes place 
without any order from (he secretary. 
It is directed solely at the matter of 
revocation of the license of the ves- 
sel’s officers for incompeJency or oth- 
er good causes. The investigation to 
be made by the commission appointed 
Tuesday will be much broader.

tions is a painting of the late Senator 
Hanna, which hangs directly over the 
platform and occupies the most con- 
spicuous position in the Coliseum. 

The incidents which are destined to 
live long after the spasmodic demon- 
strations have been forgotten are Mr. 
Root’s tributes to President McKinley. 
The temporary chaiman spoke of the 
late president’s administration of pro- 
gress, his gentleness of character and 
those qualities so beloved by the na- 
tion and in that connection said feel- 
ingly, “and with McKinley we remem- 
ber Hanna. 

The ovation given Senator Fair- 
banks as he entered the hall was 
greater than was received by any' of 
his distinguished colleague. 

The first .speech at the convention 
was by Senator Scott, who informally 
presented to Chairman Payne a beau- 
tiful gavel. It was the gift of the Chi- 
cago citizens’ committee, which co- 
operated with the national sub-com- 
mittee in making arrangements for 
the convention. I^ter Graeme Stew- 
art, member of the national commit- 
tee from Illinois, on behalf of the Chi- 
cago committees, presented a similar 
gavel lo Tempor£®*y Chairman Root. 

In the convention hall Tuesday there 
was one woman delegate who had the 
same right to vote that was held by 
each accredited male delegate.

St. Petersburg, June 23.— The immi- 
nence of a battle in the nor-’.hem part 
of the Liao Tung peninsula is admit- 
ted by the war office and is indicated 
succinctly in Wednesday’s (Mspatches 
from the press corresponden't^ at Liao 
Yang, Kaiping and other poirts on the 
railroad. 

The week of skirmishing around 
Sin Yen retarded Gen. Kuroki's opera- 
tions, permitting Gen. Stakelberg to 
reach Kaiping. the rear guard slowly 
falling back on Senchuen before the 
Japanese advance. 

Meanwhile large forces are hurry- 
ing south from Liao Yang to check 
both Gen. Oku and Gen. Kuroki. 

It is believed here that Gen. Kuro- 
patkin’s object is to prevent the junc- 
ture of the Japane.se armies. On the 
other hand, the aim of the Japanese 
apparently is to drive the Russians 
out of the Liao Tung peninsula prep- 
aratory to a march on Siao Y'ang. The 
approach of the rainy season will 
more than likely precipitate matters.

Chicago. June 2i . — The committee on 
resolutions. reporttMi the following piat- 
form to the rei»ublics..\ national conven- 
tion Wednesday: 

Fifty years ago the republican party 
camt into existence dedicated, among 
other purposes, to the great task of ar- 
r< sting the extension of human slavery 
In it elected its first president. Dur- 
ing :.’4 of the 44 years which l^ave elapsed

However specious the name, the pur- 
pose is ever the same. A domocratie 
tariff has always been followed by busi- 
ness adversity; a republican tariff by 
buslness prosperity. To a republic- 
an congress and a republican pres- 
ident the great question can be safely in- 
trusted.

We favor such congressional action as 
shall determine whether by special dir- 
crlminations the elective franchise in anv 
state has been unconstitutionally limited, 
and if such is the case we demand that 
reiiresentatlon in congress and in the 
electoral colleges shall be proportionally 
reduced, qs directed by the Constiriition 
of the United States. 

Combinations of capital and of labor 
are the results of economic movement 
of the age, but neither must be permit- 
ted to infringe upon the rignts and In- 
tere.sts of the people. Sucli combinations, 
when lawfully formed for lawful pur- 
poses, are alike entitled to the protection 
of the laws, but both are subitet to the 
laws, and neither can be permitted to 
break them. 

The great statesman and patriotic 
American. William McKinley, who was 
re-elected by the republican pa.riy to the 
presidency four years ago. was .assassina- 
ted ju.st at the threshold of his sc?cond 
term. The^ entire nation mourned his un- 
timely dea’th, and did that justice to his 
great qualities of mind and character 
which history will confirm and repeat. 

The .American people were fortunate in 
his successor, to whom they turned with 
a trust and confidence whicn have been 
fully justified. President Roosevelt 
brought to the great responsibilities thus 
sadl.v’ forced upon him a clear head, a 
brave heart, and earnest patriotism and 
high idoais of public duty and public 
service.

AVhenever crimes against humanity 
have been perpetrated which shocked our 
people, his protest has been made and our 
good offices have b-*en tendered, but .al- 
ways with due regard to international 
obligations. 

Under his guidance we found ourselves 
at peace with all the world, and nevei 
were we more respected or our wishes 
more regarded by foreign nations. 

Pre-eminently sue 'essful in regard fo 
our foreign relations, he has been equal- 
ly fortunate in dealing with domestic 
questions. The country has known that 
the public credit and tlie national cur» 
renc.v were absolutely safe In the hands 
of his administration. In the enforce- 
ment of the laws, he has shown not only 
courage, but the wisdom which under- 
stands that to permit laWs to be violated 
or disregarded opens the door to anarchy, 
w'hile" the just enforcement of the law is 
the soundest conservatism.
